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Pastor John F. Losen, Sr. dead at 86 


Pastor John Frank Losen, Sr., 86, passed 
away in his Van Buren Township home 
on Dec. 29, 2018, having been in hospice 
care for about three months. He was the 
eldest son of Frank and Marjorie Losen of 
Lansing, MI, born Nov. 23, 1932. 

He had served over 60 years in the 
ministry of his Lord, having pastored 
full time in four Michigan churches, plus 
various interim ministries following his 
official retirement from Bethany Bible 
Church in Belleville. His ministry at 
Bethany had spanned more than 30 years. 

At only 26 years of age, he was pre- 
deceased by his first wife, Daisy (Spence) 
Losen, leaving him with two young 
children. Pastor Losen is survived by his 
wife of 58 years, Vesta (Bracy) Losen; 
his children Bryan Losen and Valerie 
(Mark) Chulski of Grandville, MI, John, 
Jr. (Susette) Losen, Kevin (Cherie) Losen 
of Belleville, MI and Andrea (Luis) San 
Miguel of San Juan, Puerto Rico. The 
Losens have 14 grandchildren, and are 
expecting their 14" great-grandchild in 
May of 2019. 


In addition to Pastor Losen’s love of 
preaching and teaching the Word of God, 
he was well-known for his love of music. 
He was a graduate of the Grand Rapids 
School of the Bible and Music. His 
exceptional and powerful tenor voice made 
him a favorite soloist and participant in 
many quartets, ensembles and choirs from 
high school days until well into his 80s. 

This passion for music allowed 
opportunities for the entire Losen family 
to travel throughout Michigan and 
surrounding states, as well as a summer 
evangelistic tour of South Africa. He 
was also known for his love of all sports 
Spartan, in addition to Detroit teams, 
which afforded him the opportunity to sing 
the National Anthem at Tiger Stadium in 
1985. 

Pastor Losen will be remembered for 
his compassionate heart. His personal 
ministries to the community at large 
included countless visits to hospitals and 
homes, even of those outside his own 
congregants, many years leading the 
National Day of Prayer at Victory Station, 


and 14 years of holding services at Special 
Tree. He had the privilege of offering the 
Invocation at the Belleville High School 
graduation ceremony for each of his five 
children. 

To those who knew him, Pastor John 
Losen’s life could be characterized with 
one word: Faithful. 

A public service will be held on Saturday, 
Jan. 5, at Bethany Bible Church in 
Belleville at 2 p.m., with a reception to 
follow in the church fellowship area. There 
will be a private interment in Charlotte, 
MI. Visitations will be at the church Friday, 
Jan. 4, 1-8 p.m. and Saturday from noon 
until service time. 

In lieu of flowers, Pastor Losen has 
requested that any donations be directed to 
the Future Growth Fund of Bethany Bible 
Church.

After 20 years, the Missoula Children’s Theatre to return

After an absence of 20 years, the 
Missoula Children’s Theatre is returning 
to the Belleville area to put area children 
on stage for a show. 

On Nov. 14, the Belleville Area Council 
for the Arts received unanimous board 
approval to be a “presenter” of the theatre 
and approved sending a deposit of $500 to 
Missoula, Montana, to seal the contract. 

Early plans call for the Missoula 
Children’s Theatre to come to town in the 
spring to help local children put on a play 
called “The Pied Piper.” 

The total fee for the program is $3,700 
and includes an open audition, intensive 
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rehearsals, two public performances and 
three enrichment workshops. Additional 
services may be purchased. The $3,200 
final payment is due the day of the 
performance. 

As part of the deal, the Belleville Area 
Council for the Arts has the responsibility 
to provide: housing for two people for 
seven nights in either a homestay or motel, 
a piano and accompanist, two rehearsal 
spaces (one preferable the performance 
space, the other at least classroom size), 
and the “playing area” (the area in front 
of the set) which must be at least 28’ wide 
by 10’ high and 16’ deep. 

The performance area and other details 
are yet to be determined said Barbara 
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Rogalle Miller, who is organizing the 
project. She recalls the late Josephine 
Chapman and Mary Herring were very 
active in the early years of Missoula 
Theatre in this area.

Miller said she remembers the first year 
they called for children to audition for the 
Missoula Children’s Theatre, only seven 
showed up. She said the last year it was 
here, 130 children showed up to audition. 
Miller said she and her son Philip 
were driving home through Montana last 
summer, when they saw a sign for the 


community of Missoula. 

“Do you want to go there?” Philip asked, 
Miller recalled. She did. That’s when they 
reconnected with the children’s theatre 
group and were pleased to find Missoula 
had a file on Belleville. 

Miller brought the proposal to the 
Belleville Area Council for the Arts and 
BACA supported the project.

There also will be nine new 
signs added to inform drivers of available 
parking. 

TPIMS is a system that assesses truck 
parking and delivers real-time parking 
availability information to truck drivers. 
In 2014, MDOT began the program with 
nine parking sites along the I-94 corridor 
in southwest Michigan.

meeting of the Belleville City Council to 
announce there are more than 100 open 
beds for those seeking help with addiction 
to alcohol or drugs. And, it costs nothing. 
Also, the Adult Rehabilitation Center does 
not take insurance. 

She said this has nothing to do with the 
Salvation Army’s red kettle or their help 
for families. This is a separate service of 
the Salvation Army supported by its stores. 

Geracz said in the past, people thought of 
the addicted as homeless on the street, but 
now with the optiod crisis everyone in the 
suburbs is at risk. 

She said the rehab doors are open for 
anyone over 18 with no past criminal 
record. She said those admitted do work 
therapy at one of the 35 stores running 
in this area. They get six months of 
rehabilitation before going back out into 
the world. 

She said people sign themselves in and 
sign themselves out. It’s up to them to 
take advantage of the help. She said they 
hire 80% of the people who complete the 
program. 

Geracz said the program is open 24 


hours a day, seven days a week, and those 
needing help are able to stay up to a year. 
Currently there are 104 open beds for men 
and 26 open beds for women, and they are 
on separate floors. 

She said the outreach team is located in 
Detroit. A store and rehab program is also 
in Romulus. 

“People can get a lot out of this,” she 
said. “It’s up to them.” She said she has 
seen people come in with nothing and then 
leave with an apartment waiting, money in 
their pocket, and a job. 

If possible, people should call the Adult 
Rehabilitation Center 24-hour helpline at 
(313) 965-7760, ext. 234, or email semi_ 
program@usc.salvationarmy.org before 
showing up. But, If someone in need just 
shows up, the person will at least get a 
bed for the night. They do not have detox 
facilities.

violence dismissed 
against Oconnor

After the complainant failed to show up 
for a second time for a preliminary exam 
for an assault charge and domestic violence 
charge, those charges against Brendan 
Michael Oconnor, 27, were dismissed. 

He had been charged with assault with 
intent to do great bodily harm less than 
murder on Nov. 13 in Van Buren Township, 
along with domestic violence. 

At his scheduled preliminary exam on 
Dec. 12 before 34th District Court Judge 
David Parrott, Oconnor’s court-appointed 
attorney Mark Perseda said the assistant 
Wayne County Prosecuting Attorney asked 
that the charges be dismissed without 
prejudice because the complainant didn’t 
show up for the exam. Judge Parrott 
pointed out that the prosecutor could refile 
the charges in the future. 

On Dec. 5, when Oconnor was present 
for his preliminary exam before Judge 
Tina Brooks Green, the prosecutor said 
the complainant of the assault case was at 
the funeral of the complainant in the check 
case against Oconnor. At that point he was 
lodged in the Wayne County Jail on bond 
of $10,000/10% for the assault case and 
the same amount of bond on two counts of 
forgery. 

Judge Green granted him personal bond 
on a tether that covered both cases against 
him. She adjourned the preliminary exam 
on the forgery charges until Dec. 12. 

Then, before Judge Parrott, Oconnor 
waived his preliminary exam on the forgery 
charges and was bound over to circuit court 
for his arraignment on the information on 
Dec. 26. That arraignment was reset to Jan. 
9 before Circuit Court Judge Gregory Bill.

On Friday, Dec. 14, the “Friday Fill-up!’ 
program provided 25 food kit bags to Tyler 
Elementary school students in the Van

3 of 4 co-defendants take 


plea deals for armed 
Harbour Club fight

The four co-defendants accused of being 
involved in an armed fight in the parking 
lot of Harbour Club apartments in Van 
Buren Township on Aug. 10 were present 
for their preliminary exam before 34" 
District Court Judge Brian A. Oakley on 
Nov. 28. 

They all waived their preliminary exams 
and were scheduled to be at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice in Detroit on Dec. 
5 for arraignments on the information. At 
that hearing, a calendar conference was 
set for them all for Dec. 11 and at that 
conference three of them took plea deals. 

All four had been housed in the Wayne 
County Jail on bonds of $20,000/cash or 
surety. 

After requests by their court-appointed 
attorneys, Judge Oakley released three of 
the accused on personal bonds and GPS 
tethers. One was kept in jail because of his 
record of assaultive conduct. 

All were ordered to stay away from 
Harbour Club apartments and to stay away 
from the two victims who live there. 

VBT Officer in Charge of the cases, Dale 
Harrison, said two brothers had an ongoing 
dispute with another four and it erupted in 
the parking lot. 

Michael Thomas Brooks 

Co-defendant Michael Thomas Brooks, 
25, was charged with two counts of 
felonious assault (assault with a dangerous 
weapon) and two counts of assault and 
battery. His court-appointed attorney is 
Daniel Bitar. 

Brooks pled no contest to a charge of 
felonious assault and the other charges 
were dismissed. He is scheduled to be back 
before Circuit Court Judge Kelly Ramsey 
for sentencing on Jan. 10. 

Preston Lloyd Kochan 

Co-defendant Preston Lloyd Kochan, 22, 
was charged with three counts of felonious 
assault (assault with a dangerous weapon) 
and one charge of assault and battery. His 
court-appointed attorney is Ashraf Al- 
Awanleh. 

Kochan pled no contest to one count of 
felonious assault and the other charges 
were dismissed. He is due back before 
Judge Ramsey on Jan. 25 for sentencing. 


Derek Scott Barlow 

Co-defendant Derek Scott Barlow, 24, 
was charged with two counts of felonious 
assault (assault with a dangerous weapon) 
and two counts of assault and battery. 
His court-appointed attorney is Kathleen 
Tulacz. 

Barlow pled no contest to one count of 
felonious assault and the other charges 
were dismissed. He is due back before 
Judge Ramsey on Jan. 4 for sentencing. 

Tyler Wade Moran 

Co-defendant Tyler Wade Moran, 24, 
was charged with two counts of felonious 
assault (assault with a dangerous weapon), 
two counts of assault and battery, and 
one count of felony firearm. His court- 
appointed attorney is Andrew Dimaggio. 

A calendar conference is set before Judge 
Ramsey on Jan. 11. 
Peter Elmer Nickel 

On Nov. 28, Peter Elmer Nickel, 57, was 
scheduled for his preliminary exam on a 
charge of operating while intoxicated-3" 
in Van Buren Township on Aug. 12 but his 
retained attorney Michael Vincent said he 
had just been handed another case on his 
client, so he would like to start over. 

The probable cause conference on the 
cases was set for Dec. 12 before Judge 
Oakley. Nickel was free after posting bond 
of $10,000/10%. 

Foley Griffin Thompson 

Foley Griffin Thompson, 70, waived his 
preliminary exam before Judge Oakley and 
was bound over to circuit court for a Dec. 
12 arraignment on the information. 

He was charged with operating while 
intoxicated causing serious injuries, 
driving with a high blood alcohol content, 
and driving while license suspended in 
Sumpter Township on Sept. 16. He was 
free after posting bond of $5,000/10%. His 
retained attorney is Steven K. Mamat. 

At circuit court on Dec. 12, Thompson 
pled guilty to all of the charges. He will be 
sentenced Feb. 5 by Circuit Court Judge 
Gregory Bill. 

Timothy James Vanbuhler 

Timothy James Vanbuhler, 34, waived his 
preliminary exam and was bound over to 
circuit court for a Dec. 12 arraignment on 
the information. Vanbuhler is charged with 
assault with intent to do great bodily harm 
less than murder in Van Buren Township 
on Aug. 16. 

Vanbuhler received a plea offer on Dec. 
12 and a disposition conference was set for 
Dec. 17 before Circuit Court Judge James 
Chylinski. 

A final conference was set for Feb. 8 
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before Judge Catherine Heise and a jury 
trial before her on March 7. 

Vanbuhler is free after posting bond 
of $15,000/10%. His court-appointed 
attorney is Ricky Nelson. 

Denise Lynne Lewis 

Denise Lynne Lewis, 35, is scheduled 
to hold her preliminary exam Jan. 9 on an 
embezzlement charge from Aug. 30 in Van 
Buren Township. Her retained attorney 
Michael Vincent told Judge Oakley to tell 
the prosecutors to have their witnesses 
there to hold the exam in case they can’t 
settle before then and the judge passed on 
the information. 

Lewis is free after posting $5,000/10% 
bond. 


Court Watching: 
Thorns bound over for 


trial after wrestling with 
VBT officer over drugs

Patrick Bernard Thorns, 29, was bound 
over to circuit court for trial after a 
preliminary exam Dec. 26 before 34" 
District Court Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green. 

He is charged with possession of 
narcotics, assaulting a police officer, and 
driving while license suspended on Nov. 
21 in Van Buren Township. 

He is due at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice in Detroit on Jan. 2 for an 
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arraignment on the information. 

Thorns was brought to court by two 
guards from the Michigan Department of 
Corrections. He told the judge they were 
holding him until they found out what was 
happening to him at 34" District Court. 

Thorns hadn’t been arraigned and the 
defense attorney asked that the charges 
be read aloud, so Judge Green read the 
charges, arraigning him. 

Then, the court-appointed defense 
attorney asked that the charges against her 
client be dismissed because of the delay in 
Thorns’ arraignment. She said the probable 
cause conference was held a week ago and 
he wasn’t arraigned until just now. 

Judge Green asked if she was charging 
a grievable offense against the defense 
attorney of the previous week. Thorns 
was supposed to be in the courtroom the 
previous week by video from prison and 
his court-appointed attorney had his file. 
She asked if the defense attorney was 
claiming incompetence of the previous 
week’s attorney. She pointed out Thorns 
had been represented. 

The prosecutor objected to a dismissal. 
She said the previous week the defense 
attorney was unable to have contact with 
Thorns and there was a problem because 
he was in prison. The attorney said they 
would go on to the preliminary exam the 
next week. 

Judge Green denied the defense attorney’s 
motion to dismiss. She held up a note that

had been stuck on the file that said the 
defendant needs to be arraigned. 

“Can’t do it without him,” she said of the 
defendant. 

At the end of the court session, the court- 
appointed attorney asked for personal bond 
for her client, but Judge Green said they 
do not give personal bond for habitual 
offenders. A list of Thorns’ past convictions 
in Washtenaw County had been read as a 
part of the arraignment. 

Judge Green was told Thorns had no 
failures to return for scheduled court 
sessions and no holds, so she set a bond of 
$5 ,000/10%. 

For the preliminary exam, the only 
witness brought by the Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor was VBT Police 
Officer M. King, who has worked for VBT 
almost five years and for Fraser 28 years 
before that. 

He said on Nov. 21, 2017 he was running 
stationary radar in a construction zone on 
the U.S. 12 (Michigan Avenue) bypass. 
He testified he stopped a vehicle going 64 
mph in a 45 mph zone. Officer King said 
he asked for the driver’s identification and 
vehicle information and it wasn’t available. 
He said Thorns gave him a different 
name, but when he saw a name tag saying 
“Patrick” on the man’s chest, he checked 
him out on LEIN (the law enforcement 
information network) and found he was 
driving on a suspended license and had a 
warrant out for his arrest. 

Officer King said he took Thorns to 
booking at the VBT Police Department and 
they took off their winter coats. He further 
checked Thorns and found a baggie in his 
groin area containing what appeared to be 
crack cocaine, marijuana, “stuff like that.” 

He placed the baggie on the counter 
and bent down to do some more checking 
when Thorns bent over and sucked the 
baggie into his mouth. Officer King said 


he pinched Thorns’ cheeks together so he 
couldn’t swallow and kept telling him to 
spit it out. He wouldn’t spit it out and kept 
biting down on King’s fingers. 

By sucking the baggie into his throat, 
it blocked his air passage and he couldn’t 
breathe, so the two went to the ground. He 
finally got the baggie out and Officer Adam 
Byrd came in to assist and got the baggie 
out of the pool of saliva, blood and vomit 
on the floor. 

Officer Byrd took the bag to the locker 
room to secure it. Exhibit one in the court 
case was the report on the drugs from the 
Department of Police Lab Report. 

King said Thorns reported he had 
swallowed cocaine and heroin and so 
rather than put him in the holding cell he 
was transported to the hospital. 

Under cross examination, the defense 
attorney asked King if he was wearing 
a body camera and King replied his 
department does not have body cams. He 
said the videos in the car were on, but he 
didn’t know if they had been provided to 
the defense. 

Leesha Marie Corum 
Leesha Marie Corum, 28, who was set for 
her preliminary exam before Judge Green 
on charges of home invasion first degree, 
domestic violence, and assault and battery, 
took a plea deal instead. 

She pled guilty to entry without the 
homeowner’s permission and the other 
charges were dismissed. 

Corum said on Oct. 10 she entered 
property without permission and assaulted, 
pushed, shoved Mary Grech. 

The prosecutor said this has been a 
continuing problem and as part of the 
agreement, Corum is not to return to the 
house in the 100 block of North Liberty in 
the City of Belleville. The defendant said 
she lives in Haggerty subdivision in Van 
Buren Township. 

Grech said from the courtroom audience 
that she wants Corum never to return to her 
home.

The prosecutor also said the defendant 
is not to contact Ryan, who is the father 
of her children, not to go to his work, and 
have no social media contact with him. He 
was in the audience, as well, and nodded in 
agreement at the stipulations. 

Judge Green said Corum will be on one- 
year probation and must pay court costs. 
She also is to continue her drug treatment, 
which Corum said was at Oakview, and 
have random drug screening and alcohol 
assessments. 
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The prosecutor said Child Protective 
Services has said if she does not follow 
the stipulations they will take her children 
away. 

Judge Green said that had no part in her 
court’s sentence, since CPS is separate. She 
said if Corum isn’t going to drug treatment, 
“TI lock her up.” 

Corum has a driving while license 
suspended charge and Judge Green 
scheduled her to come to court on Jan. 15 
to deal with that.
